Rule* and regulations for Gettys­ 
burg battlefield guides 
were 
made 
known this morning at the office of 
William C. Storrick, superintendent 
of guides. 
For the most part, the 
rules arc the same as those which 
tho guides have been following in re­ 
cent yoars. 
One change, however, permits the 
guides to make the tour of the field 
in a minimum of two hours, whereas 
the time was formerly three hours. 
Tlw* number of trips remains at three 
on week days and four on Sundays and 
liolidays. 
Superintendent Storrick 
suggests 
that each guide keep a record of the 
number of cars and the number of 
tourists he conducts over the field, so 
that an approximation can be made 
of the number of visitors who visit 
Gettysburg annually. 
A borough ordinance passed some 
time ago and still in effect provides 
that guides shall not solicit tourists 
more than two feet from the curb. 
Guides under this ordinance are per­ 
mitted to step off the curb, two feet 
only. 
1925 Rules 
The rules and regulations of Sup­ 
erintendent Storrick follow’; 
No person will be allowed to 
act in the capacity of a guide for 
pay, who is not a holder of a 
valid beanie aa a guide. 
Guide* in conducting 
tourists 
over the avenues of tile park 
must observe a speed limit of 15 
miles an hoar. 
No stops to be 
made at curves or other placet on 
avenue* that may endanger ira/-

The confession

and cried like a 
baby. 
Amid con-< 
vulsive sobs, he related to Captain 
.McDonald a 
story 
that reads like 
melodrama. 
Fray entered the case from the po­ 
lice 
investigation 
standpoint Mon­ 
day afternoon about 5 o’clock, when 
Mrs. Lamardi, wife of the man w ho. 
was killed, after hours of questioning, I 
gave way under the strain and said to 
McDonald: 
‘‘Theres a man named Joe Fray i 
who has been bothering 
me and 
threatening me if I will not run away j 
with him.” 
Those few words were enough. 
McDonald sent 
detectives 
out to 
round up Fray. 
They soon located 
him, and brought him and his room- ’ 
mate to police headquarters. 
The 
confession followed. 
“I killed him, I killed him,” scream­ 
ed Fray. 
“For the love of her. 
I 
killed him and I’m ready to die for it.” 
The police, while not satisfied that 
the case is “cleared up,” since they 
wish to learn more about Marguerite 
Lamardi’s connection with the murder, 
nevertheless are satisfied that Fray is 
telling at least part of the truth.
